Pifot’s Skill 


The. pilot ‘was nursing his ma- 
chine along with consummate skill, 
desperately improvising ways to 
compensate for: gear which was 
out of action, When the friendly 
coasts of Malta came in-sight the 
Italians were stil] attacking. But 
with all our guns firing, we made 
them keep their distance’and no 
more damage was done. A bullet 
struck the ‘goggles of a gunner, 
but, the: glass did -not break. 

As the enemy 'planes _finally 
sheered off. back, towards the 
bases, we set to work stopping 
holes-in the: hold preparatory to 
landing. We knew the petrol and 
oi] could not hold out much longer, 
and with our hearts in our mouths 
we-flew-low—-over~Malta’s~ mine= 
flelds and landed safely. ‘ 

Still cur troubles were not 
quite over. As the sound of the 
engines died away, it was replaced 
by the gcreaming of sirens and 
we knew we had run into an air 
raid. Tensely we waited for the 
crash of bombs but it proved to 
be a reconnaissance raid and we 
were not in any more danger. Bri- 
tish anti-aircraft guns, however, 
roared deafeningly and we heard 
later that they had sent. at least 
one machine down. ‘ 

The remainder of the story is 
baths ‘and drinks for everyone, 
medical attention’ for the wounded 
and all possible care for the ’plane. 
Now she -is safely home it is a 
question of careful patching up 
and mending, for there is no big- 
scale damage.
